Mr. Beecher showed that Christianity 
meant not a strict adherance to rule-of- 
three formulas, but a wide and tolerant 
cautholicity that had love for God and 
neighbor, and consequent decency and 
manliness in human conduct for its cen- 
tral element. 

There were in many churches, he said, 
among many pious people, elements that 
were enough to make a@ man run away 
from them. They calle@ themselves by 
holy names and lived like devils. There 
were beautiful Christians who sat down 
like cannibals to eat up the reputations of 
their neighbors. True Christian love did 
not gloat over human infirmity; indeed 
it did not rejoice in iniquity; it did not 
tread the common sewers of life for the 
sake of finding out the worst element of 
human character, as many a muck worm 
did. Love was the only note of orthodoxy 
in the New Testament. The applicants 
for church membership and for ordina- 
tion, when questions were put to them, 
swallowed at a gulp all the cast-iron or- 
thodoxy of the catechism, but he had 
never yet heard them asked to respond to 
this note of orthodoxy: ‘‘Do you love 
one another?’”? And yet that was the test 
of what was known as conversion. Life 
was without its key-note in all that had 
not love. 

He touched up with

what he called the religious crowd. The 
people who had experienced religion, 
who had become converted at four 


o’clock in the afternoon, and who clung 
tenaciously to tenet and doctrine, but 
turned the back of their hand to their 
fellow-men and were too wrapped in pi- 
ety to have a chance to think of how to 
sympathize with human misfortune and 
how to relieve human misery.

, air of dignity which seems to render 
| them unapproachable, but if addressed 
| politely they are usually amiable and 
‘impart all the information in their 
power. Lift your hand to one of them 
| when you wish a favor and you will 
| find him devoted to your service. The 
| pace the streets in an erect and method- 
ical way, not allowing their attention 
| to be distracted by any disorder that 
| does not amount to a genuine disturb- 
| ance. An English or American 
policeman rushes in everywhere 
where the peace threatens to be broken, 
and is the first on hand to assist in case 
of accident. The Paris policeman 
seems to have no instructions of this 
kind. He waits till the peace is actu- 
ally broken, and if there is a runaway 
he permits private citizens to pick up 
the wounded and gather together the 
shattered remnants of thevehicle. His 
military stiffness prevents his pursuing 
a thief with indecorous speed. He 
nevertheless quickens his pace, at the 
same time raising the cry, ‘‘Stopthief!”’ 
when perhaps some law-abiding person 
interposes or some nimble pedestrian 
joins in the chase and effects the cap- 
ture. Very little of the espionage or 
dirty work falls to his share. This is 
done by the secret agents called agents 
de meurs, or by other names, by the 
department. but mouchards by other 
citizens, who detest them thoroughly. 
They are always in citizen’s dress, 
but have a_ badge of authority 
which they show when necessary. 
To better perform their work they as- 
sume the blouse of the laborer, the 
dress of priests, the white aprons of 
cooks and garcons, the silkhat, portfo- 
lio and thoughtful air of the lawyer or 
lawyer's clerk, or the garb of mendic- 
ity. Their business is to watch the 
criminal classes and to keep the morals 
of the city. They have the entry of 
houses at all hours without other legal 
authorization than their official posi- 
tion. The mouchard is considered by 
the honest classes of Paris as no better 
than a blackmailer, who will let any 
one whom he has arrested escape for a 
ratuity, that is if the arrest has not 
een effected under such conditions of 
publicity asrender it impossible. He 
and his calling are therefore looked 
upon as simply infamous. 

But though the mouchards are num- 
bered by thousands, and though they 
are omnipresent, they have the assist- 
ance of auother class still lower and 
baser. These are the moutons. The 
mouton is usually a discharged crim- 
inal, who is allowed to co-operate with 
the mouchard, giving him such infor- 
mation as he can about other criminals 
or aiding him in the espionage of peo- 
ple in respectable positions who it is 
thought need watching. It is hardly 
necessary to say that no mouton will 
ever betray any one to the police, no 
matter what the offense may be, if he 
can make any money out of the offend- 
er. Notonly do they as a class con- 
stantly try to extort money, but the 
quasi-official protection which they re- 
ceive allows them to continue a career 
of fraud and robbery which the police 
either ignore or condone. A portion 
of the mouchards, all the moutons, the 
professional blackmailers and the class 
that depends on the wages of criminals 
are therefore closely connected to- 
gether. They aid, protect and conceal 
one another, and this result comes 
naturally from a policesystem in which 
secret espionage that confounds great 
crimes with smali plays so important a 
part. The police system of Paris, far 
the most costly in the world, must be 
judged by its fruits, and those fruits 
are the constant increase of all kinds 
of crime, especially those of violence 
and murder. If some thousands of 
those who are engaged in watching the 
morals of the community not so much 
with reference to purity as their own 
gain were put openly on the trail of a 
score of unknown murderers of the 
past winter it is possible that a capture 
might be effected.—Paris Cor. San 
Francisco Chronicle.

The Rare Animal Disposed Gf By An Old 
Trapper In the Owl Mountains. 
[Lander (Wy. T.) Special.] 

In the Owl mountains is seen at long in- 
tervalsa snow or white ibex. One of 
these rare animals was recently killed by 
an old trapper and hunter known as 
Shoshone Jack. The snow ibex attains 
the size of the big horn or mountain 
sheep, has acoatof dazzling white, and 
is of the true ibex breed. It is both active 
and powerful, and when driven to bay is 
a most dangerous adversary. Its massive 
horns, with their backward sweep of two 
feet, are formidable weapons and are fore 
midably used. Some years since Tom 
Anten, then a@ mountain prospector and 
hunter, now half owner in the note 
ed Bonanza oil spring, Big Horn 
Basin, came near losing his life in an 
encounter with a snow ibex in the Owl 
mountains. Tom was in pursuit of a band 
of black-tail deer, when he espied ahead 
of him what he at first took for a moving 
snow heap. Soon, however, he saw it was 
an animal, and a moment later knew that 
it must be the famed mountain rara avis, 
a snow ibex. The ibex, an old ram, was 
within fair range, and Anten at once 
pulled down upon him.

Hastening up to secure the rare prize, 
Anten suddenly found himself confronted 
by the infuriated animal. A most tre- 
mendous “butt” sent the hunter flying 
into tho air, and when hestruck the ground 
the ram was on top of him. And now the 
heavy, curved horns of the furious 
brute were dashed again and again 
against the anatomy of the hunter. 
Every one and _ joint felt the 
fearful punishment.

| DAVID DAVIS DEAD. 
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The Distinguished Jurist and 
Statesman Passes Away. 





BA&rers — The Remains Lying in 
State—Brief Biographical Sketch 
of the Deceased. 





BLOOMINGTON, Ill., June 27.—Judge 
David Davis, after a six weeks’ illness, 
died at afew minutes after eight o’clock 
yesterday morning. 
from diabetes for some time and since 
the first of May had also suffered with 
erysipelas anda carbuncle. He became 
unconscious Friday noon and gradually 
sank. Ateleven o’clock Friday night he 
aroused somewhat and was given some 
milk punch, but he quietly lapsed in- 
to a state of stupor and so remained.

His death was pain- 
less and quiet and he passed away as if go- 
ing to sleep.

BIOGRAPHICAL 

David Davis was born in Cecil County, 
Maryland Mareh 9,1815. He was educated 
at the academy in Newark, Del., and-at Ken- 
yon College, Gambier, O., where he gradu- 
ated on September 4, 1832. Here he formed 
the acquaintance of men who have lecome 
equally fam:d with himself. Edwin M. Stan- 
ton, the great War Secretary under Lincoln, 
was #n intimate college friend of his. At the 
same Institution Stanley Matthews. now As- 
goclate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, erected the foundation of his 
future Ex-President Hayes here, too, was 
astudent. Henrv Winter Davis, the “prince 
of parNamentary orators,” if not an imme- 
diate associate, was a student at the same. 

Havingimade a choice of the law as his 

rofession, he in October, 1832, entered the 
aw office of Judge Henry WwW. Bishop at 
Lenox, Mass. He was in Lenox fortwo years 
studying, and completed his preparatory 
studies with another " attendance on 
the leetures of the Law school in New 
Haven, Conn.. where he remained until the 
fall of 1835. He then came West, settling 
first In Pekin, and making a chance of base 
to Bloomington a year later. Hfere amon 


the hardy pioneers Mr. Davis lat 
the founiation of his home = and 
fortune. liere he succeeded to the law 


business of Mr. Jesse W. Fell. He 
took possession of Mr. Fe'l’s office, one door 
east of White’a diug store—the building 
standing near where John Moorehouse’s 
shoe store is. Mr. Davis succeeded in law at 
the very Outset. He was nota great 0! ator 
or even a fluent taiker, but he was a clear- 
minded man and soon took a front rank tn 
his chosen profession. On the 0th of Octo- 
ber, 1838, he married Mies Sarah Walker, of 
Lenox. Mass.,a daughter of Ju'ge Walker. 
He had become acquainted with her while 
studying law there and married her in his 
twenty fourth year. 

In the year Iso Mr. Davis was the candi- 
date of the Whivs for the office of State Sen- 
ator against Governor Moore, but was de- 
feated. The senatorial district then em- 
braced the counties of Moultrie, Macon, 
Piatt, De Witt, McLean and Livingston. In 
js42 he declined a nomination for the same 
office, but two years afterward the call to 
party leadership forthe third time was 60 
pr ssingly urged upon him that he could not 
resist it. This contest r suited in his election 
as the Whig representative to the State Leg- 
isiature, In which capacity he served, ac- 
ceptably to his friends and usefully to the 
public, during the winter of 1814-45, but de- 
clined to be a eandidete for re-election. 
During the session re actively joined in the 
furtherance of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal, at thattime a most vital scheme of 
qo ternal improvement for Illinois.

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PUSHING PENSION BILLS. 


An Insight Into the Manner in Which Spe- 
cial Pension Bills are Pushed Through 
the Senate—A Liberal-Minded Senator 
Who Hasa Penchant for the Business, 
Has a Little Bureau of His Own. 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—Of all the 

pension bills reported to the Senate dur- 

ing the present session, Mr. Sawyer has 
himself reported more than half. Sena- 
tor Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, chairman 
of the committee on pensions. has heen 
absent through ill health, and the work 
of the committee has fallen into the 
hands of Senator Sawyer. While Mr. 

Sawyer has reported favorably on so 

many hundreds of pension bills, he has 

reported adversely upon a single one. 

Mr. Sawyer does the work of the whole 

committee. 

Generally speaking, the committee, as 
a whole, never undertakes the investiga- 
tion of a pension claim. The bills are 
referred to individual members of the 
committee for investigation, and the com- 
mittee simply indorses the report of the 
investigating member. Mr. Sawyer, in 
his boundless svmpathy with the old sol- 
diers of the Republic and their heirs, has 
been eager to take the consideration of 
the pension claims that come his way, 
and fellow-members of the committee 
have been perfectly willing that he should 
he kept busy. Consequently the Senator 
has employed a staff of assistants to 
help him with the work. 

The Senate refers the bill to the com- 
mittee on pensions, the committce refers 
them to Mr. Sawyer, abd Mr. Sawyer 
distributes them among his assistants, 
whom he generously pays out of his own 
pocket, to investigate and report. One 
of these assistants Mr. Sawyer is alleged 
to be especially proud of. His qualifica- 
tions for making these investigations and 
reports the Senator thinks are without 
equal. This highly qualified assistant 
was at one time a medical gentleman of 
some promise in the West, and came Inte 
prominence as an expert in the case of 
Guiteru. On the adjudication of the 
Guiteau expert the pension bills referred 
to Mr. Sawyer by the committee are fa- 
vorably reported to the Senate and 
rushed through without debate at the 
rate of three to five per minute.

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WHITE ANTS. 


A Farmer's Buildings Attacked and De 
stroyed By These Insects. 
{Bloomington (111) Dispatch.] 

Prof. 8. A. Forbes, State Entomologist, 
was in this city to-day, returning from 
Mount Palatine, Putnam County, where 
he was summoned to view the work of 
damaging insects. He visited the farm of 
John Wilson, near Mount Palatine, and 
found that his premises had been almost 
completely destroyed by white ants, a 
species very uncommon in America, but 
very similar to the white ants of India and 
Africa, The insects first attacked an out- 
door cellar, working on the under- 
side of the roof and the inside of 
the walls. Their working is confined 
to the wood-work, and they so 
hollowed out the roof and _ sides of 
the cellar that it collasped. From the cel- 
lar they spread to the residence, and have 
completely ruined a great part of the 
building. Here they worked through the 
sills, in the studding, in the weathers 
boarding, window and door casings and 
the rafters and shingles. They also laid 
hold of the granary, which was built of 
hard wood, and so worked on the sills and 
oak plank floor that the floor of its own 
weight fellin. The cellar is completely 
ruined; a part of the house will be liable 
to be torn down, as will also the granary. 
The loss entailed is several hundred dol- 
lars. The professor advised that all the 
wood affected be destroyed, and the re- 
mainder saturated with gasoline. He 
says that he has known ants to work in 
rotten logs and in culverts and bridges, 
but he never knew them to attack build. 
ings. He says that the light is offensive 
to them, and that their work is not easily 
detected. He suggests that railroad men 
should exercise great care that these ants 
co not get in their bridges. Wilson’s 
premises are in the midst of a large 
prairie. Prof. Forbes says the ants have 
been there four or flve years, but their 
presence there he can not account for, un- 
less they were conveyed from the woods 
in a log that they were working. He savs 
they are very prolific and difticult to de- 
stroy.
